COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


FRANKLIN, S.S: 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately 


in the County of Franklin: 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commor.wealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhab- 
itants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Monday, the fourth day of February next, at 11:30 
o'clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot all necessary Town 
Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Auditor, Col- 
lector of Taxes for three years, one Assessor for three 
years, one School Committee for three years, two Li- 
brary Trustees for three years, Tree Warden, Elector 
under Will of Oliver Smith, and Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various 
Town Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for 
the ensuing year. 


Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in an- 
ticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1946, and to issue a note or notes therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes 
as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with Chapter 44, section 17, General Laws. 


Article V. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, 
and employ counsel for same. | 


Article VI. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to appoint any of 
its members to act as Sextons, and to fix their compen- 
sation therefor. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
any Trust Funds which have not already been accepted 
up to December 31, 1945. 


Article VIII. To see what the Town will do with 
the money received from the County, called the Dog 
Fund. 


Article IX. To see what the Town will do with the 
accrued income of the Davenport Poor & School Fund, 
amounting to $25.50. 

Article X. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Collector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commis- 
sion basis, the salary or commission to be fixed by a 
vote of the Town. 


Article XI. To see if the Town will vote to make 
increases in the salaries of certain of the Town Officers, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 

Article XII. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of 
Highways under the provision of sections 26-29 of Chap- 
ter 81 of the General Laws and amendments thereto. 

Article XIII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500 for maintenance of Highways 
under Chapter 90, said money to be used in conjunction 
with State or County funds, or both, or take any other 
action relative thereto. 

Article XIV. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2000 for reconstruction of High- 
ways under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General 
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Laws, said money to be used in conjunction with State 
or County funds, or both, or take any other action rela- 
tive thereto. 


Article XV. To see if the Town will appropriate 
from Surplus Revenue the sum of $13,000. for the finan- 
cing of State and County grants for Highway work, re- 
imbursements when received to be returned to the Sur- 
plus Revenue account, or take any other action relative 
thereto. | 


Article XVI. To see if the Town will vote to re- 
quest the District Engineer of the State Department 
of Public Works to allot from Chapter 81 funds, not 
less than $1,000 for hardening Webber Road, and not 
less than $1,000 for hardening Long Plain Road north 
of Farrick’s corner, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


Article XVII. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1628 for salaries of two 
cooks in connection with the School Cafeteria, to be 
expended with the approval of the School Committee, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XVIII. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for emergency lights and 
miscellaneous repairs to the town hall, or take any other 
action relative thereto. 

Article XIX. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for Recreation, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


Article XX. To see if the Town will appropriate 
from Road Machinery earnings, the sum of $1,400 for 
the exchange of the 1940 Ford truck for a new Ford 
truck, or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XXI. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate, or transfer, a sum of money for the purchase 
from Consolidated Cigar Corporation, of a site for a 
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& 
town garage, said land comprising about one acre, bound- 
ed on the north by Depot Road, on the east by the right- 
of-way of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., on the south by 
a drain, and on the west by other land of the Consoli- 
- dated Cigar Corporation, or take any other action rela- 
tive thereto. 


Article XXII. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate, or transfer, a sum of money for the erection 
of a town garage, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


Article XXIII. To see if the Town will appropri- 
ate from Public Safety Reserve the sum of $186.20, and 
raise and appropriate an additional sum of money, for 
the purchase of an emergency vehicle, said money to 
be used in conjunction with funds of the Whately Fire- 
man’s Association, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


Article XXIV. To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to quitclaim to the South Deer- 
field Cemetery Association, Inc., all the town’s right, 
title and interest in that strip of land lying between the 
present location of the road known as Old Deerfield or 
Long Plain Road and the Boston & Maine Railroad, be- 
ginning at the north line of the Town and extending as 
far south as the south line of said cemetery. 


Article XXV. To see if the Town will vote to ac- 
cept the provisions of sections 21-25 inc., of Chapter 136 
of the General Laws, relative to permitting sports and 
games on the Sabbath. 7

Business meeting will open at 1:30 P. M. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by

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Selectmen’‘s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we here- 
with submit our report for the year ended December 31, 
1945. 

Highway work continues to be the principal item 
requiring special attention, but very little more than 
ordinary maintenance has been possible. High cost of 
asphalt and tar has limited the mileage of roads that 
could be treated, but we feel that we have accomplished 
as much as was possible under the circumstances. Our 
bridges are in reasonably good condition at this time, and 
you will note a small reduction in our estimate for 1946. 
Fencing, which is paid for from this appropriation, is 
needed in a great many locations, but during 1945 we are 
unable to obtain cement posts, and it is the opinion of 
this Board that it does not pay to erect wood posts ex- 
cept in emergencies. We hope to install some cement 
post fences this year. 

Road construction under Chapter 90, which has been 
out for the war period, is to return in 1946, and the State 
Department of Public Works has advised us of their de- 
sire to complete the Haydenville Road to the Williams- 
burg line before any other project is considered. The 
Board is in agreement with this thought, and since the 
State and County are willing to allot $6000 for this work, 
we are asking that the Town match them with $2000, 
which it is hoped will complete this stretch of road. 


The upper road in West Whately, known as Webber 
Road, has long been on the books. as entitled to first 
priorities for hardening when funds and materials be- 
come available. We have also had considerable pressure 
put upon us for a start on hardening the stretch of Long 
Plain Road from Farrick’s corner north to the Deerfield 
line. Since it is understood that the State is to allot us 
$6000 under Chapter 81 in 1946, giving us $1500 more for 
this account than in recent years, we are placing an 
article in the warrant asking that the town vote to re- 
quest the District Engineer to allot $1000 from Chapter 
81 funds for hardening on each of these roads. It is 
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probable that Chapter 90 money will be available in 1947 
for these roads, but ‘if we can make a start in 1946 under 
Chapter 81, it will be of considerable help. 

Our new highway truck was received early in the 
Spring, and has been highly satisfactory in all respects. 
We believe it will more than pay for itself in saving of 
outside truck hire, and increase the efficiency of our high- 
way and snow removal work. We are asking that funds 
be made available from Road Machinery earnings for the 
exchange of the No. 1 (1940 Ford) truck, for a new Ford 
truck, as soon as they are obtainable. 


Our welfare problems have been pleasantly scarce 
during 1945, and our expenditures very low. Old Age 
Assistance, however, has continued to increase, not so 
much in number of cases, but in costs, as we had several 
quite expensive hospital cases and much medical expense. 
With 1946, another increase in costs is placed upon us by 
legislative action with exemptions on children’s earnings 
considerably increased, so that many of our cases which 
formerly had partial contributions from children, now 
come entirely on our payrolls. Additional cases are 
known to be coming on early in the new year, some due 
to this change in the law, and it is expected that our 
expenditures under this appropriation will be increased 
by at least $1500 over 1945. Our estimated require- 
ments for appropriations is $900 over the 1945 total. 
This is an expense over which we have little control, 
since, if a person is able to qualify himself under the law, 
we have no choice but to place him on our rolls. Fortu- 
nately, about 5/6 of our costs are eventually reimbursed 
from State and Federal funds. 


Due to a new State law going into effect in 1946, the 
work of the assessors and collector will be substantially 
increased. This law requires that detailed bills be ren- 
dered by the collector for each and every individual parcel 
of land owned by a tax-payer, necessitating special des- 
criptive details to be recorded by the assessors, valua- 
tions and tax extensions on their valuation book for each 
parcel, copying onto the commitment book of each parcel, 
and preparing of separate detailed bills by the collector. 
This work, while essentially clerical work that could be 
done by almost any experienced office workers, will 
probably have to be done by the assessors and collector, 
unless a part-time worker is available. In order to care 
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for the extra work involved, increases in salary are being 
asked for, which may be used by the officials as payment 
for their own extra work, or for hiring outside help to do 
the work, as they may choose. 


The work of the Treasurer has also been increased 
to a considerable extent by an added volume of detail 
placed upon him during the last few years, and we are 
asking for a 50% increase for this office. Further, if it 
is necessary for him to continue to look after the details 
of the Dickinson Library fund, he will expect a further 
increase. We are trying to obtain authority before 
town meeting that will enable the placing of this fund in 
the care of a bank, since we and the Trustees agree that 
it can be handled cheaper and more satisfactorily in that 
way. A small increase for the Town Clerk is also asked 
for, since the work of this department has increased, and 
fees for filing various papers have decreased materially 
in the last two or three years. 


The request for Veterans’ Service-Center is placed 
in the budget merely as a reminder to the voters of the 
cost of this project. This item is raised by the assessors 
on a special certification under Chapter 723 of the Acts 
of 1945, which was accepted by the Town at a special 
meeting last fall, and does not require a vote of the town. 
But we felt that special attention would be called to the 
item if placed in the regular budget list. 


Considerable interest has been manifested by a 
group of young people in sports, especially basketball. 
The Board has been unable to grant the use of the Town 
Hall for basketball games, due to the edict of the State 
Building Inspector, but arrangements have been made for 
the rental of outside quarters for this group. We are 
asking for a small appropriation for this purpose, which 
will also cover baseball and perhaps other sports during 
the year. 


Our Town Hall is one of the first things visitors . 
notice when coming to our village, and certain conditions 
are in need of improvement if a good impression is to be 
formed. A small sum is being asked to make a start on 
such improvements, which will include an emergency 
lighting outfit ordered by the State Building Inspector, as 
well as some interior painting, curtains and lighting 
equipment. 
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At a special meeting during the fall, the matter of a 
suitable building to house our increasing highway equip- 
ment was brought up, and a committee was appointed to 
act with the selectmen on the selection of a site and 
planning of a building. This committee has presented a 
site, just west of the former New Haven underpass on 
the south side of Depot Road, which the owners, Consoli- 
dated Cigar Corporation, have tentatively agreed to sell 
for $350, and this location seems to be as suitable as any 
that is available. Details as to the cost of a building 
are expected to be ready at town meeting. 


Whately Firemen’s Association is sponsoring a move- 
ment to purchase an emergency vehicle, which can be 
used for ambulance work in accident or sickness cases, 
and are asking that the balance of the Public Safety 
funds, which were obtained from the sale of scrap metal 
some time ago, be appropriated for that purpose, together 
with some additional funds from the town treasury. 


We desire at this time to bring to the special atten- 
tion of the town, the work done by the Whately War 
Price and Rationing Board. Unpopular as their work 
was, it was absolutely necessary to the welfare of the 
people as a whole, and the quality of the work and the 
handling of the large amount of detail involved is a 
credit to each and every one of the members of the 
various panels, and we believe it was carried on without 
favoritism and with a minimum of ill-feeling being in- 
curred. All the members, as well as their clerk, deserve 
the praise and applause of the townspeople.

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Auditor's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


I have completed a check of the books of the various 
town officers, and make the following report of my 
findings: 


The Treasurer has paid orders as follows: 


Selectmen’s orders $213,611.75 
School Committe orders 21,523.78 
Total payments $235,135.53 


The Treasurer has in his possession and due the 
Town of Whately on Dec. 31, 1945, the sum of $45,104.47, 
this amount having been verified by an examination of 
the bank’s statement and actual count of cash on hand. 

The Treasurer also has custody of the funds of the 
S. White Dickinson Library bequest, which was received 
during the year from the executor. This fund was re- 
ceived principally in the form of government bonds and 
savings bank accounts, and is held, with other town in- 
vestments, in a safe deposit box for safe-keeping. The 
detail of the investments of all our trust and investment 
funds appears elsewhere in this report. 

The securities forming these funds were carefully 
checked by me upon their receipt and again following 
the close of the year, and were found to be in accordance 
with the records. The detail involved in connection with 
this new fund adds considerably to the work of both the 
Treasurer and bookkeeper, since all income, in the form 
of checks, coupons and dividend additions must be closely 
followed up, collected, and deposited promptly, and 
properly recorded on the town’s books. 

The Tax Collector’s records show that all taxes 
prior to 1945 have been collected in full, and that 89.9% 


of the 1945 Property taxes and 100% of 1945 Poll and 
Excise taxes have been collected, and no tax titles have 
been created in the collection of this money. A total of 
only $2,881.26 of 1945 Property taxes is outstanding as 
of Dec. 31, 1945. The collector is to be congratulated on 
this fine job. 

No borrowing was necessary during the year and 
no loans are outstanding. 

The balance sheet herewith shows that the previous- 
ly strong financial condition of the town has been im- 
proved greatly during 1945, and is probably the best 
statement that has ever been shown by the Town.

I herewith submit my annual report of the Whately 
Fire Department for the year 1945. During the year the 
department answered eleven calls, as follows:

There has been a reduction of fourteen calls over the 
previous year and two fires which were considered very 
serious, one which threatened a home and another which 
threatened adjoining buildings. 


I would like to recommend that any unexpended bal- 
ance of this year’s appropriation be added to the Fire 
Department Reserve Fund, as in previous years (an 
itemized account of the expenditures of this appropria- 
tion will be found elsewhere in this report). 


A new motor has been added to the #2 truck, which 
has been badly needed, and I feel that if a front-end 
mount pump can be secured from the civilian defense 
authorities, that it can be mounted and efficiently oper- 
ated with this motor. lam endeavoring to get data about 
these pumps. 


The Whately Firemen’s Association is now sponsoring 
a move to add to the equipment an emergency vebhicie 
that can be used in case of accident and by people de- 
siring transportation by ambulance to hospitals or else- 
where. 

There was a misunderstanding in a call for the local 
department, recently, and I would again like to remind 
the citizens that when calling for the Whately Fire De- 
partment to tell the telephone operator they wish the 
Whately Fire Department and not just “the fire depart- 
ment.”

S. White Dickinson Tsibrary 


Committee 


The following report was read at the annual ‘Town 
Meeting of Feb. 5, 1945, and is printed here as a perma- 
nent record. 


Your committee has given a great deal of individual 
and community thought to the duties put upon them by 
vote of the special town meeting of August 18th, but 
since their authority under that vote is very limited, 
this report will be more in the form of suggestions than 
as definite recommendations. 


The first requirement, of course, is the location of a 
suitable site for a library building, within the territory 
specified in the will of Miss Dickinson, and the committee 
was unanimous in agreeing that the most suitable loca- 
tion is the so-called Billings lot, owned by Howard R. 
Waite, on the east side of Main Street between the Fred 
W. Bardwell and Mike Farrick properties. This lot is 
approximately 175 feet frontage and 350 feet deep, very 
attractive and sightly, well-located and well-drained, and 
has been offered to the town for $1500. There could 
later probably be obtained additional land in the rear it 
it was felt that the site should be protected from un- 
desirable encroachment. It is recommended that this lot 
be purchased immediately, so that this desirable site may 
be permanently available. 


The second requirement is the determination of the 
cost of a building, but we have found so many indetermi- 
nate factors are involved that only suggestions can be 
made at this time. 


lst — The policy of the library trustees, yet to be 
elected, cannot be predicted by the committee, therefore 
we do not know what sums must be left intact for in- 
come-producing investments. In connection with this, a 
legal point has arisen as the availability of this income 
for operation of the library, i.e. librarian’s salary, pur- 
chase of books, ete., and this angle is now in process of 
investigation. 


2nd — Until it is determined whether a suitable water 
supply is to be available, we cannot know whether a 
substantial sum must be set aside for developing an 
individual supply for the building. 


3rd — Most serious —the costs of materials, labo~, 
etc., are unknown, and the probability of extreme diffi- 
culty in obtaining W.P.B. approval and priorities for non- 
essential construction is very great. 


The committee regrets the withdrawal of Miss Smith 
from our meetings, but the balance of the members have 
agreed, after conferences with two different architects 
(without obligation), that the town is morally obliged 
to erect a building that would ke » suitable memorial to 
a former citizen, and we do not believe such can be done 
for less than $25,000, nor should more than $40,000 be 
spent on a building. It is felt that an attractive struc- 
ture, large enough for book expansion for many vears, 
and including reading rooms, children’s room, and one 
or two small rooms for group meetings, can and should 
be included for this cost, if a simple, dignified, well- 
planned building is designed by a capable architect. 
This assumes that water will be available without driving 
a well. 


Since the amount of the bequest is now expected to 
be around $150,000., this would leave an endowment 
fund of over $100,000. which should earn at least $2500. 
annually. It is anticipated that the town would be will- 
ing to continue its present appropriation of $100 plus 
Dog Fund, making total expendible funds of over $2800 
per year. 


If the trustees believe there is a demand or desire for 
the full-time services of a trained librarian in connection 
with the improved facilities, it must be conceded that 
this income is inadequate. It would seem, however, that 
a scheme might be worked out with other nearby towns, 
whereby a suitable person could serve part-time in each 
community, the salary being paid in proportion to the 
service rendered. This is something for the trustees 
to decide and work out, and not for this committee. 


Assuming that it might be desired to have the build- 
ing open and supervised for more hours than the librarian 
would be present under such an arrangement, the serv- 
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ices of an assistant librarian would be needed. Also, it 
is probable that janitor services could be provided co- 
operatively with other town buildings. Under such ar- 
rangements, the available funds should be sufficient to 
provide good library services without additional expense 
to the town. 


In view of the indeterminate facts previously enumer- 
ated, this committee suggests that erection of a building 
be deferred until after the end of the war, during which 
time the fund will increase approximately $3500 per 
year, which would make additional income available at 
that time, and materials and labor should be more easily 
obtained, possibly at a lower cost. 


We feel that the library trustees, who are charged by 
law with the administration of the fund and operation of 
the library, should be competent to plan and erect a suit- 
able building, but as many of the present committee as 
desired will be glad to continue to serve and to co-operate 
with the trustees in any way possible, if the town so 
wishes. We do recommend, however, that a competent 
architect be retained, and that plans be worked out with 
care and deliberation, so that the best possible building 
consistent with the available funds and needs of the 
community may eventually be erected.

After the above report was made, the committee of 
SIx was reappointed by the meeting to continue their 
work along the lines outlined in the report. 


A meeting of the committee with the Library Trustees 
was held, at which time some idea of the attitude of the 
Trustees was obtained, but, since the matter of legal 
use of the funds was still unsettled, there was not very 
much that could be accomplished. On December 24th 
we finally received from the Hampshire County Probate 
Court a final decree, which had been prepared through 
the joint efforts of our Town Counsel, Mr. Charles Fair- 
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hurst, and Mr. Herbert W. Robinson, Asst. Attorney 
General, which reads as follows: | 


“Tt is decreed that said petitioner be so instructed 
that it was the general charitable intent of the 
testatrix to provide the Town of Whately not only 
with the library building itself, but also with the 
necessary library equipment and facilities incident 
thereto, and that the income from such fund shall 
be used to operate and maintain both the building 
and all of its library functions and activities.” 


This ‘decree frees the fund from the restriction that 
had been placed upon it by informal opinions of the 
Division of Accounts and Mr. Fairhurst, and allows the 
use of the income for any normal requirement of the 
new building. The money is not, however, available for 
use in connection with the present library. 


Frequent meetings of the committee have been held 
during the year and progress is being made towards 
presenting a general outline of our needs and require- 
ments to the architects who have indicated an interest 
in the work, but until a decision as to a single architect 
is made, no detailed plans can be made. Since, under 
present conditions, no construction is practical, plenty of 
time is being taken to discuss and develop ideas.

Dear Mr. Heafey: 


I submit to your Board, herewith, my fifth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools for Whately, covering 
the calendar year 1945. 

The coming of Peace to the world in 1945 has brought 
with it manifold problems, some of the most important 
of which deal with Education. No greater tribute to the 
value of an education has ever been written than is con- 
tained in the so-called ‘“G. I. Bill of Rights”; and there 
is a far greater degree of education-consciousness exist- 
ing today than ever before. 


The standards of the past are becoming obsolete. 
Education, as the sum total of all processes in the prep- 
aration of Youth for adulthood, includes not only the 
mechanics of the school room, but accentuates the value 
of physical development, recreational facilities, and the 
influence of the home. Facilities which have served in 
the past may no longer be regarded as adequate. 


All business has suffered during war-time, in the face 
of labor and material shortages; and this is very true of 
the school business. This report will deal with salient 
phases of Whately School Department business during 
1945, under various heading, as follows: 


SCHOOL PERSONNEL 
The following Age-Grade table shows the elementary 
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pupils’ distribution as of October 1, 1945:— 


There is no space for lengthy analysis here—readers 
are welcome to discuss apparent trends with me at any- 
time, however. But actually, of a total of 29 pupils shown 
as below “‘normal” ages (the heavy type shows the num- 
ber of generally-accepted ‘“‘normal’’-age pupils in each 
grade) 18 are girls; and of the 10 over-age pupils shown, 
8 are boys. The distribution, however, is generally fairly 
good, and validates the Union-wide minimum entrance 
age of 514 years as of October First to a considerable 
degree. 


Besides the 94 elementary pupils shown, your Board 
has jurisdiction over the secondary education of 12 pupils 
at Deerfield High School, 16 at Northampton High School 
and six at Smith’s Agricultural School, all figures as of 
October 1, 1945. 


Adults, too, may attend school. By State legislation in 
1945, adults interested in free evening class instruction 
in various courses of Practical Arts may apply to the 
Director of either Smith’s Agricultural School or Green- 
field Vocational School. For such instruction, billing is 
sent to the applicant’s town of residence, and there is 
some State reimbursement. The courses taken need not 
apply to the applicant’s day-time occupation, but must 
be proved as “profitable”? to him. 


I think that we have reached our numerical low point 
in elementary school pupil totals; for the groups are 
larger in the first three grades than elsewhere and the 
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census points to that increase being continuous Ior a 
time. The high school groups will vary slightly,—there 
is only one senior at Deerfield and five at Northampton; 
but the Smith’s School situation is queer,—five out of 
Six will complete their curricula next June. 


Throughout 1945 our teaching staff remained as here- 
tofore; but as this is written Mrs. Celatka has resigned 
to return to private life. She taught Grades 7 and 8 in 
the East Whately School prior to her marriage, then re- 
turned there when Miss Maiewski went to Deerfield High 
School. She has been a loyal, conscientious worker and 
an excellent teacher. 


The various supervisors and janitors continue as here- 
tofore. I refer you to statistical data and specialized re- 
ports contained elsewhere in these pages. 


BOOKS, SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 


The difficulties previously mentioned in obtaining text- 
books have continued throughout 1945, with few signs of 
improvement in sight thus far. Supplies, too, have been 
quite hard to get, with a few items definitely not obtain- 
able; and prices have increased materially. When the 
different firms get their experienced employees back on 
the job, things may be different; but with their staffs 
depleted, many errors have been found in invoicing and 
shipping, which has added to school office work consider- 
ably. 

Most equipment is quite serviceable still, —desks, 
seats, etc.; and the heating and hot-water equipment in 
the Center School works very well. At East Whately 
Grammar School, though, where the school lunch is pre- 
pared, it has been found impossible to install any kind of 
heating coil on the existing steam boiler; nor have we 
yet been able to obtain the right kind of equipment to 
use fuel gas. The result is that all water heated (and 
there is quite a lot) has to be so heated on the electric 
stove,—a very costly and inefficient method. 

In view of the limited time periods of such usage, an 
automatic gas heater is not desirable. The manually-op- 
erated type is on order. 

Sanitary facilities are in very poor condition in both 
schools. We are faced with either replacing damaged 
units with others of the same identical types or of re- 
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placing with those of types approved by the State; and 
such changes would most certainly involve the complete 
overhauling of ventilation systems. In any case, new 
equipment simply is not obtainable yet; nor, in view 
of present conditions, can we expect to be able to get it 
for some time to come. 


Recreational facilities are utterly inadequate. At the 
Center School the playground area is limited, and its 
character not conducive to adequate outdoor play. At the 
East School there is plenty of playground space; but to 
use it for baseball properly would require an extensive 
levelling project. A survey was made during the year 
and the results are on file in my office in case such a 
project is scheduled in future; and it seems to me that 
such a space could serve all the town’s people,—not only 
the school pupils. 


There are no indoor recreational facilities whatsoever 
in either building, and I submit that there is great need 
for them. In inclement weather the teachers improvise 
entertainment, but there is no space for real games. 


Repairs at the East School were considerable in 1945. 
Two sets of double doors were purchased, with appro- 
priate hardware, to replace those in previous use which 
were no longer fit to repair. Some renovation was made 
in outside flashing and stucco, more than twenty win- 
dows completely overhauled, and repairs made to gut- 
ters and drain pipes. 


A year ago I was authorized to purchase for the Union 
a drain-clearing apparatus; and can report that it has 
more than repaid Whately’s share of the cost in simpli- 
fying repairs. Iam gratified to be able to announce an. 
other Union purchase now,—a fine, compact, and ef- 
ficent, Massachusetts Vision Testing Equipment, which 
renders this Union’s schools free from the periodic 
necessity of borrowing such equipment from State or 
County agencies at their convenience. 


Transportation equipment is adequate to my best be- 
lief. The four busses maintain schedules; they are State- 
inspected periodically; and they are calculated to trans- 
port pupils to and from school with a minimum of dis- 
comfort in any weather. During 1945 we had some minor 
disturbance on one bus, and I beiieve such trouble is over 
for awhile. I urge Whately parents to co-operate with 
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your Board in requiring pupils to abide by the very 
logical rules for passenger conduct, and thereby mini- 
mize chances of danger. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In these I shall include subjects for both immediate 
and extended consideration, in the knowledge that it is 
not possible to obtain many things we need, and that it 
would not be advisable to purchase some things because 
of poor quality obtainable, at this time. 


1. That the East School basement be painted. 

2. That electric clocks be purchased for classroom 
use to replace worn-out clocks in both buildings. 
These will be obtainable very soon now at approxi- 
mately $10.00 per unit. | 

3. That a new steam furnace of adequate heating 
capacity be considered for installation at the East 
School, to ensure comfortable conditions in all 
weather. 

4. That insulation be laid throughout the attic floors 
of both school buildings, mostly to economize on 
fuel and to save heat, but also to cut down roof 
damage through ice formation in winter. 


5. That sanitary facilities be modernized as soon as 
possible. 


6. That more adequate recreational facilities be con- 
sidered. 


CONCLUSION 


I am very sure that housing is a nationwide problem 
at the present time. We are also approaching a time 
when transportation improvements will encourage travel, 
for occupational as well as recreational reasons, to follow 
opportunity. More than ever before will city workers be 
small town residents; and I know of no stronger attrac- 
tion to bring more good people to Whately than if the 
schools are good, well-equipped as well as adequately- 
staffed. 

Some of the previously-listed recommendations involve 
considerable costs, true; but there is no doubt of insula- 
need of a proper heating plant in the East School, con- 
tion being a good investment, nor should there be of the 
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sidering the time lost during extremely cold weather in 
the past. That building is very hard to heat. 

The need of recreational facilities is obvious, for the 
benefit of all ages and sizes. Indoor facilities will tend to 
create a proper balance between formal classwork and 
periodic play when it is not possible for pupils to be out- | 
doors, as well as being available for other-than-school 
organizations to use. Similarly, outdoor facilities de- 
veloped at the school could benefit both pupils and adult 
citizens alike. 


We have come through the war years with amazingly 
little difficulty; and there has been fine loyalty and co- 
operation displayed by teaching staff members and all 
others concerned in any way with the welfare of the 
schools. I extend my thanks to those people; and to your 
Board for the wise counselling and fine courtesies I have 
been privileged to receive from you in my work.

Seven films were shown to the ch'Idren, two of these 
were shown only to the first four grades and two shown 
only to the upper grades. 

The children were weighed twice during the schooi 
year. 

Assistance with the toxoid clinics and the annual 
physical examinations was rendered the school physician. 
Twenty children were given the three toxoid treatments. 

Vision testing of the children early in January was 
possible when the State Department of Public Health 
lent us their Vision Testing apparatus. Early in Sep- 
tember we retested those done in January and also the 
first grade pupils. 

I am very pleased to learn that the Union now owns 
one of those fine Massachusetts Vision testing equip- 
ments. It will help us a great deal. 

Children were taken home when sick and to the doctor 
when necessary. Six children had tonsilectomies. The 
eyesight of three children received attention. 

Fifty-seven visits were made to schools and forty-five 
visits to homes. 

I wish to heartily commend the hot luncheons. Since 
their installation, the children become less fatigued in 
the afternoon and study more easily.
